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It is pointed out to tine applicant the current claims do not claim that the filler is at an area of the electrical connection only. The current 
claims make no distinction between the relative size of the hollw valve body relative to the inner case which undermines any argument that 
the amount of filler is "small" and that the design minimizes the use of filler. The current claims leave open the possibility that the inner case 
is "large" relative to the hollow body. The applicant's arguments make it clear that the applicant assumes that the minimization of filler is 
critical to the patentability but has failed to claim any such limitation. The fact that there is a hollow area surrounding the inner case permits 
the device to house other components. Examiner still maintains the position that the inner case is an artifact of the manufacturing process 
whereby the filler is injected. The applicant's arguments are not persuasive 
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
